PRINTERS have been in business since the 
fifteenth century; they have made an essential 
contribution to progress in every field of human 
activity, for without the printed word progress is 
impossible. 

All this has been achieved quietly and unspec- 
tacularly without subsidies, marketing schemes or 
any sort of feather bedding. Indeed, printers have 
not only been expected to pay a high rate of wages, 
not to default on payment of their bills, rates and 
taxes but are also among other things held respon- 
sible for the collection of a considerable sum of 
purchase tax for the State. 

At the same time printing has always been and 
still is a highly competitive business and profits 
therefore have been made by the merit of sound 
technical methods and organisation. 

Bearing these facts in mind the claim that muni- 
cipally run printing plants are more economical 
demands serious enquiry, for if this is true there 
would appear to be good reason for the Town Hall 
and local government officials to take over the pro- 
duction of an ever widening range of products. 

If, for example, the Leicester City Council can 
effect a saving of £7,500 annually on its present 
printing costs of £26,000 plus £1,200 for duplicat- 
ing materials, as is suggested in a recent report, 
the Council might well extend its activities to 
showing the clothing manufacturer and the shoe- 
maker how simple it is to save money. 

Similar concern over the business of running a 
town or a city should show comparable reductions 
in the rates, rents and services for which the local 
authority has a legitimate monopoly. 
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ROLLERS FOR DIFFERENT 
PRINTING SURFACES 



by A. G. AREND 



TN view of the numerous technological changes 
J. which have taken place in the printing indus- 
try, the roller industry has had to keep abreast by 
introducing a special roller for every job. This 
ranges from ordinary commercial printing to high- 
speed newspaper printing, and the roller makers 
have also to meet the requirements which different 
climates and geographical locations necessitate. 
Productions include what are known as non-melt 
all-year rollers, and rubber rollers, while plastic 
rollers have recently been developed. 

Any type of press, from a hand-operated sheet- 
fed press to a rotary webbed-feet press, can be 
equipped with the kind of rollers best suited for 
the work being run, and the particular machine 
used. If the demand is made, roller manufacturers 
can supply the printer with material and equip- 
ment for re-surfacing rollers within his own plant. 
The composition roller is probably the most widely 
used unit in the letterpress field, and is mainly 
utilised for regular job printing, quality process 
printing, and fine half-tone work. On the majority 
of letterpress printing machines, the composition 
roller is the only one which can be used as com- 
plete roller equipment. Synthetic rubber rollers 
are usually widely used for the high-speed rotary 
press. 

While composition rollers produce excellent 
results when used as forme rollers, synthetic and 
plastic rollers may not be engaged for this purpose. 
Because the composition rollers distribute ink uni- 
formly over all parts of the forme, they generally 
save time in make-ready. As it expands or shrinks, 
the roller socket on the press can be adjusted to 
meet either contingency. 

As distinct from the newer types of material, this 
variety of roller does not require to be removed 
from the press, and dispatched to the factory for 
grinding. 

Various Practical Features 

Considerable improvements have been made 
with synthetic rubber rollers, and on high-speed 
continuous runs they withstand the effects much 
better than do glue-glycerine rollers. For laying

a uniformly thin film of ink over a half-tone or a 
solid, however, the glue-glycerine roller still re- 
mains the best known medium. The tack has 
gone out of rollers when they become hard and 
lifeless, and indicates that the time has arrived 
for re-casting them, and it is literally a waste of 
time to attempt revitalising rollers of this kind. 
Without tack, a roller lacks spreading ability, and 
the resulting inadequate ink distribution prevents 
a fine film of ink being deposited on the printing 
plates, thereby creating many roller problems 
which are well known. Briefly, these have been 
described as slurs, streaks, blurred effects and 
ghosting, etc. Rollers will ride the forme uniformly 
when set by the pressman, and ink up the sides of 
the half-tone dots, when the rollers are soft, pliable, 
and tacky. With instances where formes are not 
type high, due to old and new type being placed in 
one forme, the sponge-like action of the composi- 
tion roller will reach down and ink the lower areas, 
whereby the necessity for excessive make-ready or 
squeeze is minimised. A troublesome problem is 
represented by the melted roller, but which by 
carefully checking the main causes can be largely 
forestalled. In short, these are use of an improper 
roller composition, improperly set rollers, insuffi- 
cient lubrication in roller sockets and on roller 
stocks, besides use of ink which is too tacky, and 
too much drier in the ink composition. Not a few 
pressmen change their rollers after a specific num- 
ber of impressions have been reached, which is a 
time-consuming practice, and results in a corres- 
ponding loss of production to the firm concerned. 
With the advent of modern rollers, the critical 
months of the year make little difference to large- 
scale production. 

In some quarters, however, the pressman has 
to cope with changing temperatures, first hot, 
humid weather, and then a rapid change to cool, 
dry air. The first brings with it excessive moisture, 
which causes the rollers to swell and become 
water-logged, and the second leaves the rollers limp 
and lifeless, although creating an atmosphere more 
conducive to roller control and greater production. 
An earlier method of blowing cool air over the 
forme and rider rollers with the assistance of elec- 
tric fans, although still used, is to be deprecated.

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This results in a premature drying action on the 
ink, undoing the ink-maker's selected formula 
when the specific ink was compounded for the par- 
ticular paper, besides being responsible for a 
greater number of wash-ups during the press run. 

Notes on Composition Rollers 

Composition rollers basically comprise varying 
amounts of glue and glycerine, produced as a jelly- 
like glue, which forms as a roller in the mould. The 
glue itself will become a solid hard mass, if the 
moisture in the glue dries out, and hence to retain 
the moisture and keep the glue flexible, glycerine 
is added. 

Greater quantities of glycerine are added in 
winter, and much less in summer when humidity 
is high, although there are certain unusual circum- 
stances where exceptions are made to this rule. 
The variable proportions of glue and glycerine make 
the composition roller soft and pliable to suit the 
kind of press for which it has been designed, and 
for the kind of work upon which it has to be en- 
gaged. Hence the printer should notify the roller 
manufacturer of the usage to which the rollers will 
be put, besides specific information. This should 
include not only the type and name of the press, but 
the number of impressions to be dealt with per 
hour, the kind of humidity control, or lack of it, 
and the kind of work being produced on the press. 
Other points which should be brought to the roller 
maker's attention are the contemplated seasonal 
utilisation, the types of ink selected, and the roller 
solvent used. It is only then that the roller maker 
can quote the absolute composition best suited for 
the printing operations. As has been pointed out 
before, since this information is supplied to the ink 
maker for formulation of a specific type of ink, 
why should not the roller maker be similarly 
enlightened. 



THE RATING AND VALUATION BILL 
by E. V. SMITH 

THE Rating and Valuation Bill has now been 
published. This Bill provides for a reduction 
of the rateable value of shops, offices, etc- 

It applies to all hereditaments where the rateable 
value is equal to its net annual value. Con- 
sequently factory premises, etc., which are derated 
do not get the reduction provided for by the new 
Bill. 

Dwelling houses, private garages and private 
storage premises are also specifically excluded. 

The reduction will be one-fifth of the rateable 
value except in the case of premises used partly for 
the purposes of private dwellings where the reduc- 
tion is only one-seventh. 

The Bill if passed in its present form will apply 
from 1st April, 1957. 

The above provisions are contained in Clause 1 
of the Bill. 

The other Clauses deal with the following: 

Clause 2 

Payments in lieu of rates by the British Trans- 
port Commission and the Central Electricity 
Authority- 

Clause 3 

Rating liability of area gas boards. 
Clause 4 

Effect of relief of charities, etc. on rateable value 
for the purposes of Exchequer Equalisation Grants, 
etc. 

Clause 5 

Provision for the payment out of moneys pro- 
vided by Parliament of any increase attributable to 
the Bill in Exchequer Equalisation Grants. 
Clause 6 

That the Act shall be called the Rating and 
Valuation Act, 1956. That the provisions do not 
apply to Scotland or Northern Ireland. Rate- 
payers should see that from 1st April, 1957, they 
get the benefit of this Bill,

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CURRENT THOUGHTS ON PAPER

WITH the first month of the New Year hopes 
always run high that the ensuing twelve 
months will prove to be happier than the past year. 

Certainly 1956 was not a happy year either for 
the printing industry or the paper trade. Possibly 
the one redeeming feature was the general stability 
of prices. Apart from a few slight increases at the 
beginning of the year, prices remained at a constant 
level and the New Year opens with a continuance 
of this stability. 

This is the position at the moment but one won- 
ders just how long papermakers will be able to con- 
tinue on this basis, for throughout last year costs 
of production, owing to increased prices of inciden- 
tal materials, transport and coal, were continually 
advancing. Now the present petrol shortage and 
higher price is bound to add to the general cost of 
production. There must come a time when some 
of these extra costs will have to be passed on. 

Another outstanding feature of last year was 
the relaxation of Government control of newsprint. 

Subject to Control 

This particular paper has been subject to con- 
trol since the beginning of the late war, the only 
paper grade to suffer this extended affliction, but 
as home production and importation is rapidly 
moving towards pre-war totals there would appear 
to be sufficient of this paper quality available to 
meet all foreseeable immediate demands. Actually 
home production, according to the returns for the 
first ten months of last year, is running at an annual 
rate of approximately 625,000 tons, and imports, 
taking the figures published in the Board of Trade 
Returns down to the end of November, at 480,000 
tons. The rate of importation is actually higher 
than pre-war (400,000 tons), but the home produc- 
tion is still a little behind (800,000 tons). 

Despite the general recession in trade, home 
production of paper and boards during the last year 
will be found, when the final figures are published, 
to be little short of the peak production of 1955, 
when it reached around 3£ million tons. Board pro- 
duction has been practically maintained and part 
of the reduced manufacture of mechanical papers, 



wood free and esparto qualities has been counter- 
balanced by increased output of newsprint. 

When it is remembered that pre-war total pro- 
duction was only 2,600,000 tons it reveals the mea- 
sure of increased consumption today when nearly 
3i million tons can be produced and paper and 
boards still be in plentiful supply as they are at 
present. 

Among the virtues of the present recession, as 
far as the printer is concerned, is not only the 
ready availability of paper supplies enabling him 
to draw on merchant's stocks as required instead of 
tying up money in carrying stocks of his own, but 
more attention is being given to standards of paper 
production. Coupled with this is the marketing of 
new papers. In the latter respect banks and bonds 
have figured largely together with book papers and 
coateds. Among the coateds a new wood body 
quality was recently placed on the market which 
has much to commend it. Not only did it possess 
a good white shade, level coating and high sheen, 
but its bulk was admirable. The standard of the 
wood body arts today is such that we are genuinely 
surprised that the general printer is not more 
aware of this. 

Mentioning a good white shade reminds us that 
now orders for paper are a little more difficult to 
obtain, we are returning once more to the fashion 
for a high white shade. It has always been a diffi- 
cult subject to decide in the paper trade who is 
responsible for the succeeding fashions in paper. 

Trend Quickly Spreads 

Any new trend in paper quickly spreads from 
one maker to another. The papermaker states that 
he responds to this new fashion because the printer 
demands it, yet had not one of the makers set out, 
at the beginning, to offer just a little more than 
his competitor, it is a question whether the demand 
would have arisen from the printer. The only 
urgent demands the printer extends to the maker, 
in connection with any alteration in his products, 
are dictated by an advance in the art of printing, 
either by some slight alteration in a particular 
process, or, occasionally, by the call for greater 
speed in production. However, as no trade ever 
stands still, this progress will continue.

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Possibly the most noteworthy change in the 
manufacture of papers during the past few decades 
is in this shade of white papers. It is generally 
admitted that there are more shades of white 
obtainable than any other colour, and these range 
from the greeny-white and pinky-white of mechani- 
cal printing papers to the bluey-white of others. In 
some instances this effort towards higher whiteness 
only leads to a dead whiteness which eventually 
becomes repulsive. 

The process of whitening began with the bond 
papers and has gradually spread to other writings, 
M.F. printings and eventually to the offset printing 
papers until today the blue-white shade holds its 
own against all other shades. 

There is little doubt that this movement has 
proved of considerable assistance to printers as 
there is so much more chance of making a good 
job of even simple letterpress work where the 
blackness of the printing stands out clear and dis- 
tinct on a solid white background. 

PRICE WARNING 

The Society of British Printing Ink Manufac- 
turers have issued a warning that prices of most 
inks will have to be increased. This is due to the 
increases which have occurred over the past year, 
and in many cases over the past few months, in 
the cost of all raw materials used by its members. 

For example, the cost of linseed oil has increased 
by approx. 50 per cent.; Solvents (excluding duty 
imposed as a result of the Suez Crisis) from 50-20 
per cent.; carbon black by approx. eight per cent.; 
anatase titanium by approx. seven per cent.; and 
chromes by approx. five per cent. The cost of 
other raw materials has also increased in varying 
degrees. 

These increased raw material costs, coupled with 
increased labour costs due to recent wage adjust- 
ments, have placed a heavy burden on printing ink 
manufacturers at a time when they, in common 
with other industries, have been endeavouring to 
respond to the Government's request for price 
restraint.

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Leicester Printers React to 
Corporation Print Move 

'T^HERE was a sharp reaction amongst Leicester 
J- printers to an announcement last month that 
Leicester City Council proposed to establish its 
own printing plant, and make savings estimated as 
rising from £4,500 to £7,000 a year on a capital 
outlay of £3,700. 

The latter figure was released a day after the 
main announcement was made. It was also dis- 
closed that the proposed municipal unit will em- 
ploy about four to five people. 

Asked for his opinion on the proposal generally, 
Mr. Harold Cave, immediate Past President of the 
Leicester Master Printers and Allied Trades Asso- 
ciation, made the following statement: 

"My view is that this must be attacked most 
vigorously, not from the point of view of the loss 
of work to printers — because that might happen at 
any time — but because the citizens of Leicester 
are being led up the garden path if they think they 
can make a saving of £7,000 on a yearly printing 
bill of £26,000." (This is the figure given by the 
Council as the present annual cost of printing). 

"It is utterly ridiculous. On a capital outlay of 
£3,700 and employing only four or five people, 
they cannot do the amount of work involved." 

Mr. W. S. Boon, chairman and managing direc- 
tor of the Moonfleet Press Ltd., said he could not 
understand what sort of printing unit could be set 
up with a capital outlay in the first year of £3,700. 

"To effect a saving of £5,000 on a bill of £50,000 
is quite an achievement, but to talk of saving £4,500 
in the first year of a new undertaking on a bill of 
£26,000 is impossible in the printing industry." 

Mr. A. Thornley, proprietor of W. Thornley & 
Son, said it seemed impossible on an outlay of 
£3,700 to do anything more than a small propor- 
tion of the total council printing requirements. 

"Surge Forward Coming" 

THE printing industry was due very shortly for 
one of those terrific surges forward that hap- 
pened periodically in industry, said Mr. W. V. 
Curtis, president of the Midland Master Printers' 
Alliance, when he presented the prizes at the 
annual prizegiving of the Leicester School of 
Printing. 

"You young people will see some very wonder- 
ful new processes, methods and achievements com- 
pletely undreamed of by your fathers," he told the 
students. 

Mr. H. C. Page, Head of the School, said that 
the present trend towards precision work meant 



that the school had to bring its equipment into 
fine, and this was gradually being done.

MR. PERCY CLEATHERO, who has served 
with Soag Machinery Company for the last 
ten years, and has spent a lifetime in the Printing 
and Allied industry, received a TV set and cheque

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BANKS AND BONDS 



AMONG the many classes of printing and writing 
papers manufactured for general utility pur- 
poses banks and bonds may be considered as rank- 
ing with the most popular. 

Occasionally slight confusion arises with the 
retail seller or the purchaser over these expressions 
"Bank" and "Bond" and a simple explanation of 
the difference between the two papers may prove 
of assistance. 

In reality there is little difference. A bank paper 
is simply a tough writing paper, generally possess- 
ing a hard and 'toothy' surface. The word "Bond" 
has crept into our paper technical terms from 
America where it is used to distinguish a heavy 
substance bank from the lighter weights and is 
merely a superior sounding name. It has been 
retained by the British paper trade and now the 
line of demarcation between a bank and a bond is 
one of weight. 

Banks up to the substance of large post 13 lb. 
retain their original name. Above this substance 
they are referred to as bonds. Although this is 
the general rule it is, however, possible to purchase 
bank papers in the substances of large post 11 and 
13 lb. carrying a watermark which includes the 
word bond. 

Continuous and Heavy Demand 

As there is continuous and heavy demand for 
these banks and bonds it is natural that the ranges 
available are extremely comprehensive. Conse- 
quently they are produced from all the recognised 
papermaking materials; mechanical wood pulp, 
pure wood pulp, esparto grass and rags. Also 
since the war a certain amount of straw has been 
used. 

The demand for the low grade mechanical wood 
quality is small therefore little of this quality is 
made. The next better quality, that produced from 
pure wood pulp provides the bulk of the paper 
used for copies of typewritten letters and is seldom 
used for ordinary personal correspondence. This 
quality may, however, be found in the ruled form 
made up into cheap writing pads. Next in progres- 
sion of quality are the series having esparto grass 
as their furnish, but these papers are not composed 
entirely of esparto grass but have a mixture of 
pure wood pulp or rags. Only the better quality 
esparto makes will include rags as rags are the 
most expensive papermaking materials. Finally the 
most costly of these banks and bonds are those 
composed entirely of rags. 



All these qualities are produced in the white 
shade and many are also manufactured in a wide 
range of delicate tints. 

The printer or consumer confronted by this vast 
array may possibly find his selection none too easy. 
There are, however, a few leading features which 
differentiate these papers and may assist him in 
his choice. 

As mentioned, there is a constant demand for 
the cheap pure wood qualities. These at one time 
were largely imported from Scandinavia but the 
British papermaker now has many fine qualities to 
offer quite satisfactory for all needs. Although 
generally used for copying purposes there is 
nothing shoddy in their make. A good white per- 
fectly flat sheet can be obtained and these qualities, 
produced in a series of tints, are frequently used 
for billing systems. Usually the top copy of this 
system, which forms the invoice and is sent with 
the goods to the customer, is a superior make of 
bank, other carbon copies for warehouse, stock 
recording, delivery, etc., are of the pure wood 
quality. 

The Connoisseur 

When we turn to the slightly better esparto and 
pure wood qualities or the part rag grades then 
we become more interested for it is with these that 
the connoisseur of good stationery will be chiefly 
concerned. Thus it is essential that the printer who 
desires to increase his trade in this direction 
should be alive to the possibilities of the selling 
points of these grades. 

Banks and bonds possessing an esparto grass 
furnish has the given percentage of pure wood pulp 
added to give the necessary strength to the sheet. 
With the part rag qualities, however, the addition 
is not made for this purpose as the rags in them- 
selves is a guarantee of strength. But the addition 
of the pure wood fibres, in this case, allows the 
maker to offer a high-class paper at a relatively low 
price; thus enabling the printer to introduce such 
qualities into his general competitive work and so 
offer the consumer a satisfactory paper. 

There are several important points to notice with 
these papers, first the shade which should be of a 
good pure or "high" white as it is termed. 
Although this high white shade is preferred there 
is a tendency today with some papers to give them 
a dead 'lifeless' white in the constant effort to 
make white whiter. This dead white should be

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avoided as it tends to destroy the character and 
attractiveness of the paper. 

Next, attention should be paid to the surface 
and in this respect it has to be remembered that 
these papers are used extensively for typewriting 
purposes as well as for ordinary penmanship. 
Consequently this surface should be sufficiently 
smooth to allow for an easy and constant flow of 
ink writing, yet, at the same time, the paper should 
possess that hardly perceptible roughness which 
will allow the typewritten characters to impress the 
surface while concurrently standing out clear and 
distinct. It is also important for these papers to 
possess a fairly high degree of opacity as too much 
transparency detracts from light reflection and 
thereby lowers the degree of distinctiveness. 
Finally the criterion of a good bank or bond is its 
'rattle'. This is a feature that can only be 
appreciated after considerable experience at test- 
ing many sheets. If the sheet is held firmly in the 
left hand and shaken with the right, it will emit 
a sound which, to the attuned ear, will be instantly 
recognisable. The strength of this sound will set 
the standard. To illustrate our meaning the printer 
should operate this test with a sheet of imitation 
art or featherweight book paper then with a bank 
or bond. 

With the above features is closely associated that 
ol handle, or general feel of the paper, which so 
often impresses the purchaser. This represents 
another characteristic which is hard to define yet 
is a necessary part of a good bank or bond. 
Engine-Sized and Tubsized 

According to price the paper can be either 
engine-sized or tub-sized, i.e., sized by mixing finely 
divided resin particles with the "stuff" in the 
beater which melt and waterproof the fibres when 
the paper passes over the hot cylinders, or sized 
by passing the finished sheet through a tub of 
gelatine solution. The latter, of course, is the more 
expensive and most satisfactory form of sizing 
and, although this may not be a predominant fea- 
ture in the sale of the paper, it is usual for the 
discerning customer, particularly one with some 
knowledge of good papers, to choose such grades. 
The fact that tub-sizing is, in reality, a form of 
coating the paper with size, and therefore gives 
added strength, improvement of appearance and a 
finer feel, besides offering a sized base to type or 
penmanship, may be borne in mind as sales facts. 

The method of making these papers is similar to 
that of other printing and writing papers. The 
selected materials whether they be wood pulp from 
Canada or Scandinavia, esparto grass from Africa 
or rags from the textile mills or domestic collection 
have all to ro through a process of being reduced 
to their individual fibres and during this process 
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they will be cleaned and bleached. Loading in the 
form of china clay and colouring, if required, is 
added to the beaten fibres, also size if an engine- 
sized paper is being produced. 

At this stage the fibres, highly diluted with water 
to the extent of being only half per cent fibre, are 
practically ready to be made into a continuous sheet 
of paper. There are further minor operations 
aimed, as in all the preliminary efforts, at render- 
ing the stock of pulp as clean as possible by clear- 
ing away every particle of dirt, sand, metal or other 
foreign matter which would spoil the look of the 
sheet. 

The Papevmaking Machine 

The actual papermaking machine is composed of 
two main parts, the first devoted to forming the 
sheet and the second to drying and finishing the 
paper. The former consists of a bed of finely meshed 
wire which may be any width or any length. The 
usual width for making these classes of paper is 
between 70 and 120 inches and, in length, usually 
about 70 feet. The wire being joined at its ends 
and passing round rollers thus becomes endless. 
Also resting on each side of this wire is an endless 
rubber strap placed in position to prevent the fibres 
falling off the wire. The first part of the machine 
is continually joggled for a specific reason. 

Returning to the fibres these are poured on to 
the wire which is continuously moving forward, 
the rate and flow of the fibrous materials being 
carefully regulated according to the substance of 
the paper being made and the speed of the machine. 
As these fibres drop on to the wire they tend to 
move headforemost with the movement of the wire 
but as it is necessary to encourage them to lay 
over one another and eventually coalesce the con- 
tinuous joggling of the first part of the wire helps 
towards this end. 

The pulp and water mixture; moves forward 
with the wire and the wire being an open pattern 
the water immediately starts to fall through, this 
action being accentuated by the series of rollers 
which support the wire. Towards the end of the 
wire the water extraction is further assisted by 
several suction boxes placed under the wire. 

Eventually the fibres, although still heavily 
loaded with water, combine together and form a 
continuous sheet which is strong enough to leave 
the wire and pass on to a series of drying cylinders 
or ^ drums for the purpose of extracting the re- 
mainder of the moisture from the paper. Finally 
the desired smoothness to the surface of the paper 
is effected by a series of rollers. After this the 
large rolls of paper are slit into smaller rolls then 
cut up into sheets and passed through the examina- 
tion department.

OROFESSOR SIR ARNOLD PLANT has made

My guess is that an agreement between manu- 
facturers of these products to cut advertising ex- 
penditures during 1958 to 50% of those for 1957 
will make no difference to the total turnover of 
the industry but should bring down prices a bit. 

There is nothing wrong with advertising. Only 
over-advertising is an evil. We cannot close our 
eyes to it.

PUBLIC recognition has become almost as im- 
portant as salary in some professions as a 
means of expressing appreciation for services ren- 
dered. Journalism and the entertainments indus- 
try are outstanding examples. A young reporter's 
self-confidence (and thus perhaps his standard of 
writing) is improved considerably by a by-line 
which few readers read and even fewer remember. 
An actress will argue for hours as to the exact posi- 
tion her name will occupy on posters. 

Hitherto printers and those associated with them 
on the technical side of print-making have received 
scant public attention. How encouraging, there- 
fore, to read in a national newspaper a tribute to 
its own process artist. 

The paper is "The Observer" and the man Fred. 
Brown. Mr. Brown's retirement prompted column- 
ist Pendennis to investigate a little of the personal 
background of his fellow employee. It turned out 
that Mr. Brown had been the designer of the war- 
time Identity Card and also played his part in forg- 
ing passports for wartime spies- 

If somebody on "The Observer's" journalistic 
staff had been up to this sort of thing during the 
war, his memoirs would have long since been 
serialised. But not, I fancy, in the staid columns 
of "The Observer." 



THE Miehle and Goss machinery organisations 
in America are combining, and printers 
throughout the world, where the two names have 
been famous for many years, will do no more than 
raise an eyebrow very slightly at the news. 

The implications, however, are not those of an 
unmixed blessing. The two firms are both sincere 
and correct in saying that "the experience and 

! knowledge of each of the constituent companies 
should contribute substantially to the development 
of new products and wider markets" for the new 

\ organisation. 

What they do not mention, of course, is that the 
[ large amount of capital which is now no doubt 
I available to those who run this business could be 
used to undermine competition by undercutting in 
price. The sort of situation I am imagining is that 
a certain machine can be sold at a loss while a 
new, and perhaps better, competitive machine is 
trying to establish itself.

LOAN FACILITIES 

THREE years ago a £700,000 Revolving Loan 
Fund for Industry was established, as a part 
of the Conditional Aid programme, for the purpose 
of increasing productive efficiency in industry. 
Since then, engineering, plastics, printing, textile 
and clothing firms are among those which have 
benefited. 

The Fund provides short-term loans to enable 
suitable small manufacturers to buy up-to-date 
equipment and adopt modern techniques. It does 
not, however, provide funds for building work. In 
order to spread the benefits of the Fund as widely 
as possible, loans of more than £30,000 are not 
normally given but no fixed maximum or minimum 
amounts have been laid down. 

The major part of the Fund has been issued or 
is under negotiation, but as the Fund operates on 
a revolving basis the amount available for further 
loans is continually being supplemented as repay- 
ments are made and the Board of Trade are ready 
to consider further applications.

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ALTHOUGH no doubt the general printer 
appreciates that the packaging of foodstuffs 
and other commodities is in a fairly advanced 
stage it is doubtful if he realises what a vast new 
field of printing is presented to him and other 
members of the industry he serves by the tremen- 
dous progress made by the Packaging Industry in 
this country. Even so our packaging efforts are 
still well behind that of the United States conse- 
quently the printer who cares to study our progress 
in packaging has ample time to join the prosperity 
which this movement promises. 

Similarly it is generally conceded that the public 
accepts the efforts of the Paper and Printing indus- 
tries without realising in the least what it means 
to it in its daily life and business efforts. Conse- 
quently in our tour round the exhibition we made 
a point of being accompanied by a representative 
housewife and listened attentatively to her re- 
actions. Briefly hers was one of astonishment that 
jo much effort and machinery went into a simple 
racket of soda. She marvelled at the rapidity of 
nachines labelling bottles of sauce and the compre- 
lensive machinery necessary to the production of 
lalf pound packets of wrapped sweets in trans- 
parent cellulose bags. 

We need not labour the point, but after this 
our at least one member of the public will view a 
hop window or supermarket with considerably 
aore knowledge. This makes us wonder whether 
here is any simple method by which the packag- 
ig industry could make the general public more 
ppreciative of its efforts. 

Wide Range of Materials 

Perhaps one of the most interesting features of 
le Packaging Exhibition which impressed us was 
le wide range of materials now being used for 
lis purpose. The many qualities of printing, 
'rapping and miscellaneous papers, cartons and 
ther boards, glass, tin, transparent cellulose, 
lastics, etc. represented an industry the output 
: which must run into many millions. 

That the Packaging Industry is alive to the 
3tentialities of its advancement was abundantly 
rident in the two halls and galleries utilised at 

EBRUARY — 1957 
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Olympia. As the exhibition organisers state when 
we look back over the last few years and think 
of the transformation that has taken place in the 
packaging and display of our foods, cleaning 
materials, medicines, cosmetics, textiles and most 
items of domestic use, we realise that better 
packaging means better living. 

The Exhibition showed the wonderful machines 
and materials that are now in use, and gave an 
interesting preview of even bigger improvements 
to come. Much of this fascinating machinery was 
shown under working conditions, performing com- 
plicated tasks without human assistance and with 
unerring precision. Electronic control and mechani- 
cal ingenuity displayed tubes and bottles being 
filled, sealed, put into cartons and packed into 
cases. Visitors could watch parcels being tied by 
machine, bottles being crated and uncrated mechan- 
ically, machines wrapping sweets individually and 
then sealing them into cartons or bags, foods being 
put into plastic containers and vacuum sealed to 
stay fresh for days, weeks and even months. 

Savings by New Techniques 

Packaging today occupies so much time, labour 
and factory space that most managements will 
benefit by examining the realistic savings and 
advantages these new techniques offer. 

In the following review it is impossible to do 
justice to all the exhibitors but selecting a few at 
random we noticed that, 

Samuel Jones & Co. Ltd., 16/17, New Bridge 
Street, E.C.4., who are pioneers in labelling, cover 
the whole of this field with their non-curling pre- 
gummed papers, plain paper for automatic labelling 
machines, pressure-sensitive labelling, thermoplastic 
labelling, heatfix papers and sealing tapes. Spot- 
lighted was their new electric labellers designed for 
use with pre-gummed labels, also a foot controlled, 
two length, electric tape shooter; new develop- 
ments in synthetic resin emulsion adhesives, steam 
activator for use with delayed action heatfix papers, 
an electric dispenser for tacky labels in sheets and 
rolls and the Rototaper tin sealing machine. 

Also should be mentioned the Junior Electric 
Labeller which has been designed as a dispenser 
and moistener for small pre-gummed labels and 
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seals and has been welcomed by users whose 
label requirements do not justify a heavy outlay 
on plant. No complicated maintenance is required 
and careful attention has been given to simplicity 
for all moving parts. 

Johnson & Johnson (Gt. Britain) Ltd., Slough, 
Bucks, also specialise in self-adhesive tapes and 
offer 'a tape for every use'. These tapes include 
cellulose, P.V.C. (Unplasticised), Cloth Sealing and

A Monthly Causerie 
about Printing Types 
and Kindred Topics 



1VT0ST important feature of the fat December 
1 issue of Der Druckspiegel, a German print- 
ing trade journal published in Stuttgart by Verlag 
Kurt Kohlhammer, is a comprehensive and authori- 
tative article describing the Intertype Fotosetter, 
from the pen of Wilhelm Bretag. Well illustrated, 
the article fully describes functions and uses of the 
Fotosetter and is notable, the publishers claim, for 
the fact that this is the first time any European 
trade journal has used the Fotosetter for its actual 
composition. Results are indistinguishable from 
first-class ordinary typesetting; this is, indeed, one 
of the best demonstrations of phototypesetting I 
have seen. 

The impact of the automatically spacing type- 
writer — the Varityper and similar machines — is 
discussed in an article by Ernst Gruebler. The pro- 
duct of these typewriters cannot be compared for 
quality with that of the photosetters; together with 
the small offset machine, nonetheless, they are 
proving a serious problem for the letterpress 
printer, who is losing much business to them. For- 
tunately, many of these same letterpress printers 
have themselves installed small offsets, and are find- 
ing them useful and profitable. I see from the 
Spiegel that the C. W. Niemeyer printing concern, 
of Hamelin, have just celebrated their sesquicen- 
tenary. A hundred and fifty years is a long time to 
be in business ! 

Niemeyer's will be remembered by many of our 
ex-Service readers as the office where Griff, the unit 
magazine of 365 W.U. R.A.F. was produced just 
after the Second World War. In connection with 
their anniversary celebrations, Messrs. Niemeyer's 
have issued a very handsome "Chronik," on 
which I hope to say a few words next month. 

Variable Liners 

A number of readers have written to me about 
the Italian Linotype adjustable liner mentioned in 
these Notes recently. The "giustezza allungabile 
per Linotype" is made and sold by Mr. Alfeo 
Tirelli, of Milan. It is variable to fixed sizes, as 
will be seen from my sketch: 




Although useful, it is not by any means a recent 
invention. On the other hand the Linotype vari- 
able liner shown below can be adjusted to any size. 
The space a in my drawing fills with metal when 
the first line is cast and remains there until the job 
is finished. Some mechanics and operator- 
mechanics prefer the slots to be keyhole-shaped as 
this may give a firmer grip to the auxiliary metal. 




These variable liners are easily made from old 
ones. Liners are not changed so often nowadays 
as formerly. Many offices keep the mould to the 
most-used size, and smaller sizes (unless a large 
number of lines is required) are cut on a saw. The 
modern saw trimmers are very accurate and 
changes can be made from one size to another in 
a moment. They are, however, rather expensive. 
Precision Aids 

The handy and valuable "Precision Aids Series" 
of pamphlets, which the British Federation of 
Master Printers have been issuing to their mem- 
bers periodically during the last year or two, is 
nearing completion. Three or four more are in 
course of preparation, and I understand the 
B.F.M.P. intend to revise the whole series and 
reprint. The pamphlets will be included in a suit- 
able binder and made available generally at a 
nominal charge. So far as the composing room is 
concerned the following are the titles: "Make-up 
Gauges," "Quoins," "Type Height and Thickness 
Gauges," "Furniture," "Measuring Depth of 
Half-tone Plates," "Forme Transport," "Forme 
Make-up and Colour Register," "Heating of Type 
Casting Machine Metal Pots," "Automatic Feeders 
for Metal Pots," "Cutting, Mitreing, and Block 
Levelling," and "Precision Proofing Presses" — a 
very useful list indeed. 
Quoins 

Perhaps I may take the booklet on "Quoins" as 
an example of the technical value of the whole 
series. Following a brief general introduction are 
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some excellent line drawings of various mechanical 
quoins from the Wickersham onwards. These in- 
clude "Nicky" (W. Nicholson & Son Ltd.); Screw 
and Wedge; Tubular Steel; Soldans' Safety; 
"Speed-Lok" (Soldans); Expansion Job (Pre-Press 
Ltd.); and Register (C. F. Moore & Sons Ltd. and 
W. Notting Ltd.); and others from Hawthorn 
Baker Ltd. All of these quoins seem to me to be 
better adapted to their purpose than their 
"mechanical" forbears — Marinoni 5 Lavater, etc. — 
although the "safety quoins" appear to be only a 
streamlined edition of the "improved" locking-up 
furniture which Wesselhoefts sold before the first 
war. Many printing works still use wooden side- 
sticks and quoins, despite their manifest drawbacks; 
but I think the most popular quoin among jobbers 
is the Hempel, mainly, perhaps, because of cheap- 
ness — large Hempel quoins cost only about 12s. a 
doz. (small 7s. 6d.), while Wickershams cost 
£2 10s. 

The expansion job lock quoin, available from 
the Pre-Press people, a type of quoin I have not 
used personally, is made in several sizes, and, ac- 
cording to the pamphlet, although not intended 
originally for use on machine runs is used by many 
printers for that purpose. It is an exceptionally 
large quoin and will undoubtedly save the use of 
much furniture. Wickersham and Hempel quoins 
are obtainable from Stephenson Blakes and other 
firms. The value of these booklets lies mainly in 
the wide range of examples given, with the sup- 
pliers and, sometimes, the price. For example, if 
we want a saw we can choose from the appropriate 
booklet a bench model from £185 to £350, or a 
stand model from £200 to £350. Furniture is 
described in a dozen different forms. 

In the pamphlet on proofing presses, ten varie- 
ties are described and priced. (I note among proof 
presses that one machine is capable of printing a 
sheet 38in. x 52in. at a price of over £3,000 — a 
long way from the old Albions many of us were 
brought up on!) When the series is complete I 
would strongly advise all printers and, especially, 
student-printers to procure a set of these invaluable 
pamphlets. 

Diamond Jubilee 

"The Selkirk Saturday Advertiser" has just 
celebrated its diamond jubilee with a reproduction 
of the first issue. The "Advertiser" was founded 
by the late Mr. Walter Thomson who, after serving 
his apprenticeship with Mr. George Lewis, of Sel- 
kirk, and gaining experience in Edinburgh, began 
his own business in 1887 in part of the premises 
still occupied by the firm in High Street, Selkirk. 
The "Advertiser" was for the greater part of its 
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life distributed free — the Thomson business is 
mainly jobbing — but it had, of course, to be 
charged for or go out of business during the war. 

On the death of the founder in 1913, the man- 
agement fell to his elder son, Mr. R. Guthrie 
Thomson, who helped to produce the original 
issue in 1897 and has the remarkable record of 
having seen nearly every issue to press for 60 years! 
Mr. Thomson is one of the oldest master printers 
in Scotland. 

"Lesslie's Bold" 

A North country reader who has just acquired 
some secondhand lino, founts is rather mystified by 
one box labelled "Lesslie's Bold with Italic." This, 
he tells me, is actually Chelt. Bold or something 
very like Chelt. In some offices — usually news- 
paper offices — when display types were first 
bought for use on the lino, they were called by the 
name of the machine-operator to whom they were 
allocated. Many newspaper comps. in the old 
days only knew one or two faces of type by name, 
and to say "Set it in Lesslie's (or whoever the 
operator was) italic" was better understood than 
to use the name of the type. This method persists 
in some offices to-day.

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Hong Kong Printers 

The printing trade in Hong Kong seems to be 
in a flourishing condition, judging by a recent thick 
issue of the Hong Kong Printers and Publishers 
Association's "Bulletin." I could not read it, of 
course, but I could look at the pictures of ultra- 
modern machines; Intertype and Italtype type- 
setters; Glockner, Alcedo, Heidelberg, Autovic, 
Nebiolo, Polygraph, N-54 automatics; Komori's 
and Roland's Ultra automatic offset presses; 
Herold, Polar, and Schneider guillotines, which 
are temptingly offered in multi-coloured advertise- 
ments to the local printers. 

Those adverts, set in English had a rather old- 
fashioned look, I thought— the parts in type at 
any rate. Chelt. and Engravers Roman are much 
in evidence. But some colour plates by the Asiatic 
Litho Press were quite first class. Really excellent, 
too, was an intaglio specimen produced by the 
China Engraving and Printing Company, and made 
by "engraving expert Mr. Shu Tien Hung," 
Sticklers for "style" in printing please note that in 
this publication "Hong Kong" is printed as two 
words without a hyphen. 

General Trade Notes 

Newcastle-upon-Tyne has been famous for its 
chapbooks for over 150 years: the products of J. 
Marshall, K. Anderson, George Angus, Mrs. Angus 
and others are still much sought after by collectors 
of such things. Now Mr. Ellic Howe, who "had 
access to a collection of 50 or more line reproduc- 
tions of old chapbook blocks" (many of them very 
familiar to the cognoscenti) has had the happy 
idea of producing a "Newcastle chapbook" tell- 
ing "how the Richardson Printing Ink Co. Ltd., 
decided to build a new factory at Berkhamsted, 
Hertfordshire." He hopes that the chapbook will 
"provide a few minutes of entertainment," which it 
succeeds in doing very well. 

Dextrously he has wedded modern words to old 
blocks, and Surrey Fine Art Press Ltd., Redhill, 
have neatly printed them on Basingwerk Parch- 
ment, under the title of "New Captions for Old 
Cuts," a 16-page booklet. The Richardson Print- 
ing Ink Co. Ltd., of Rowlands Gill, Co. Durham, 
who "supplied the ink and paid the bills" for this 
production, are, of course, well known in the print- 
ing trade, for whom they have been making inks 
since 1881. The Westerham Press was responsible 
for a chapbook-printer-style accompanying circular 
letter. 

Ellic Howe Ltd. (Publicity and Public Relations 
for the Printing and Allied Trades, of 48 Russell 
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Square, London, W.C.I) are also responsible for 
the production of a handsome booklet, "Printing 
in Colour on High-Speed Platens," published by 
Messrs. T. C. Thompson & Son Ltd., of Buxton 
Street, Manchester 1, and 37 Farringdon Street, 
London, makers of the well-known Thompson- 
British auto-platen and other machinery for 
printers. This booklet is the third of a series of 
technical publications written by Mr. W. A. J. 
Blaker, who has a wide experience of modern 
machining techniques. 

Mr. Blaker, a member of the Institute of Printing 
Management, and at one time chairman of the 
Technical Committee of the Printers' Managers and 
Overseers Association, is well equipped to write a 
booklet of this sort, which, while dedicated to 
young craftsmen, is designed to benefit all who 
operate automatics — and not merely users of the 
Thompson-British — including men with long ex- 
perience of the trade.

The Printer's World Is Yours ! 

We have dealt briefly with most of the oppor- 
tunities which are offered by the printing industry 
and since youth is by nature enthusiastic and 
ambitious we will conclude by considering the pos- 
sibilities for progress to the higher positions at 
administrative and executive levels. 

While in every aspect of life there may be some 
degree of truth in the observation of the cynic, that, 
"It's not what you know but who you know," the 
experience of countless people confirms the fact 
that one cannot keep a good man down! Know- 
ledge in industry is power, and the keen and alert 
student will find sufficient opportunities to improve 
his knowledge and experience provided he is will- 
ing to make the effort and pay the price. 

The Advantages of the Modern Apprentice 

Success depends upon the individual — to have 
the enthusiasm to find out is necessary before the 
opportunity of being taught, and if opportunities 
may appear to be few, this in itself may be the 
spur to greater determination. Today, apprentices 
in general are more fortunate than those of a few 
decades ago when technical education at schools 
and colleges, especially during working hours, was 
the exception. In those days further study meant 
classes at the end of a longer working day than 
now, perhaps paying one's own fees and travelling 
expenses, and to a larger number no chance of 
further training facilities because they were not 
available. 

In these days when facilities are much more 
common and tend to be taken for granted, we are 
inclined to be less appreciative and take them as 
part of our training rather than as an added oppor- 
tunity for advancement. But it still remains true 
that it is the most enthusiastic and keen student 
who will reach the top. Not only will he make the 
most of his opportunities at work and at the techni- 
cal school, but he will supplement his training by 
private study. 

There is a wealth of books on every aspect of 
printing, the trade journals are invaluable for news 
of latest developments and the advertising litera- 



ture contains more information. He will build his 
own personal library and keep his file of cuttings 
and other material. The compositor will collect 
type-sheets, lay-outs and details of materials for 
his department and the machine minder will record 
the new machines, printing techniques and press- 
room aids. 

Proving One's Ability 

The possession of a City and Guilds of London 
Institute Certificate should be the ambition of 
every serious student, for not only is it proof of 
certain attainments but also an indication of the 
student's effort towards personal improvement. 
While it is gratifying to gain a certificate in com- 
positor's work or machine and press work, the most 
ambitious will aim for a Full Technological Certi- 
ficate. This is the highest award and is a mark of 
extensive knowledge and ability and often essential 
for many teaching and industrial posts. 

Mention should also be made of qualifications in 
estimating, costing and salesmanship", besides those 
for management, but here the outlook and ability 
of the individual will determine what the goal will 
be. 

Apart from such "official" recognitions, oppor- 
tunities will always occur in a particular works for 
ability to prove itself. Thus "the doubt about a 
typeface may be solved by the enterprising student 
with his book of non-so-common faces or type- 
foundries, or the difficulty with printing a certain 
job overcome with the suggestion of the machine 
who has kept the details of a new product in 
his notebook. 

A striking lay-out, distinctive oresswork, speedy 
and more economical methods of working will not 
go unnoticed in the reputable firm, and if the 
ambitious worker feels frustrated, then he should 
find other opportunities. Here again there are 
more advantages today, for with the shortage of 
skilled labour and the insistence on more efficient 
production methods and higher standards of abil- 
ity, top-grade operatives and executives are at a 
premium.
